The technical feature of groups I, II seems to be an oxalate deficient A. niger that 
has an ability to produce a larger quality of a given enzyme i.e. any enzyme. Such a 
strain however is not a contribution over prior art, because, as indicated in the 
International Search Report and IPRP of this 371 application, document WO 00/50576 
(enclosed in the IDS) teach an Oxalic Nonproducing Strain of Asperillus niger to be 
used for production of many enzymes. Also van den Hombergh et al teach use of UV 
irradiation for obtaining Aspergillus mutansts (Curr. Genet. 1995, 28, 299-308, enclosed 
in IDS) 
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For the reason indicated above the restriction is proper.
